Dems Seek Bush-Era Probes 


Senator decries Cheneys secret program as ‘a big problem’ 


WASHINGTON I Six months into Barack 
Obama’s presidency, his Democratic allies are 
pushing for twin investigations into Bush-era 
torture and anti-terrorism policies. 

Two senators, including the head of the 
intelligence committee, suggested Sunday 
that the prior administration broke the law 
by concealing a CIA counterterrorism pro- 
gram from Congress. 

The assertion that then-Vice President 


Dick Cheney ordered the concealment came 
amid word that Attorney General Eric 
Holder is contemplating opening a crimi- 
nal probe of possible CIA torture. 

A move to appoint a criminal prose- 
cutor is certain to stir partisan bickering 
that could prove a distraction to Obama’s 
efforts to push ambitious health care and 
energy reform. Obama has repeatedly 
expressed reluctance to probing alleged 


Bush-era abuses, say- 
ing the nation should be 
“looking forward and not 
backwards.” 

Regarding the 8-year- 
old counterterrorism pro- 
gram, the Bush adminis- 
tration’s failure to notify 
Congress “is a big problem,” said Senate 
Intelligence Committee chairwoman Dianne 
Feinstein, D-Calif Sen. Dick Durbin, D-Ill., 
said the secrecy “could be illegal.” (ap)

Sotomayor Moves to Center Stage 


GOP promises tough 
questions at hearings 
for Obama’s nominee 

WASHINGTON I Sonia Sotomayor 
has decided advantages as she 
begins the most important trial 
of her long legal career, a nation- 
ally televised consideration of her 
nomination to be the first Hispanic 
on the Supreme Court. 

Beginning Monday, she will tell 
her compelling up-from-poverty 
story to a jury tilted in her favor 
— Democrats hold a comfortable 
majority on the Senate Judiciary 
Committee and a filibuster-resis- 
tant 60 votes in the Senate. 

Still, Republicans signaled that 
they will press the 55-year-old New 
Yorker and federal judge to explain 
past rulings involving discrimina- 
tion complaints and gun rights. 
The sharpest comments about her 
SO far came Sunday from Sen, Jeff 
Sessions of Alabama, the senior 
Republican on the committee. 

Sotomayor has said repeat- 
edly in speeches over the past 10 
years that personal experiences 
influence a judge’s decisions, Ses-

sions said. 

“She has criticized the idea that 
a woman and a man would reach 
the same result. She expects them 
to reach different results.

The questioning of Sotomayor 
won’t begin until Tuesday, after the 
12 Democrats and seven Repub- 
licans on the committee use up 
to 10 minutes each for prelimi- 
nary remarks and the nominee 
makes her opening statement.

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R.I. Legislators Challenge the Odds 


Increasing dog racing 
is seen as way to save 
jobs, retain revenue 

LINCOLN, R.l. I Greyhound tracks 
are folding across the country, but 
in cash-strapped Rhode Island — 
where the unemployment rate is 
among the nation’s worst — law- 
makers are betting on the dogs 
to save jobs. 

Rhode Island legislators are 


fighting to expand greyhound rac- 
ing, an increasingly outdated and 
unprofitable sport that has been 
squeezed out by newer forms of 
gambling. Over the objection of 
Gov. Don Carcieri, lawmakers 
have moved to force a bankrupt, 
state-licensed slot parlor to run 
200 days of live racing at its grey- 
hound track even though current 
law requires only 125. 

Carcieri, a Republican, vetoed 
the legislation, but lawmakers in

the General Assembly say they 
expect to override it. 

Supporters of the racing 
bill say it’s necessary to save 
jobs and preserve tax revenue.

sions of the owners of the gambling 
parlor, called Twin River, 

“I did not want to see more peo- 
ple out of work,” said Sen, Frank 
Ciccone III, the bill’s sponsor. 
The move bucks a national 
trend away from greyhound rac- 
ing, In the last year, Massachusetts 
voters banned greyhound racing 
amid allegations the dogs were 
mistreated. In New Hampshire, 
the last two remaining greyhound 
tracks won state permission last 
month to end live racing after wan- 
ing interest from bettors, (ap)

AU Intervenes in 


Dozens are killed 
as government battles 
insurgents in capital 

MOGADISHU, SOMALIA I Islamic 
insurgents fought their way toward 
Somalia’s presidential palace Sun- 
day in fighting that killed dozens 
and wounded about 150, offi- 
cials said. African Union peace- 
keepers directly intervened for 
the first time to support govern- 
ment forces. 

An Associated Press reporter 


saw several bodies and two AU 
tanks on the front line. Govern- 
ment forces used rocket-propelled 
grenades and anti-aircraft guns 
mounted on the back of trucks, 
which they fired in the streets. 

“The fighting in Mogadishu 
has entered a new phase,” said Ali 
Mohamud Rage, a spokesman for 
the al-Shabab rebel group, which is 
believed to have ties to al- Qaeda. 
Al-Shabab denies any ties. “Now 
it’s between us and the AMISOM,” 
he said, referring to the AU peace- 
keeping force’s acronym.

The AU was drawn into the 
fighting after the insurgents 
advanced into the north of the cap- 


ital and directly threatened their 
positions, a spokesman said. 

The city’s main Medina hospital 
was chaos, with bloodied nurses 
performing frantic triage and a 
tent set up outside to deal with the 
overflow of casualties. Screaming 
relatives begged for help. 

Medina hospital official Dun- 
iya Ali Mohamed said hospital 
workers had not slept for the last 
24 hours. 

“These are the worst armed 
clashes in the capital for the last 
two months,” she said, (ap)

American casualties 
come after 8 British 
deaths in Helmand 

KABUL I A bomb blast killed two 
U.S. Marines in Afghanistan’s 
dangerous south, where thou- 
sands of American troops have 
deployed in a massive operation 
to oust Taliban fighters from the 
country’s opium poppy region, 
officials said Sunday. 

About 4,000 Marines moved 
into Helmand province this month, 
the largest Marine operation in 
Afghanistan since the 2001 U.S. 
invasion. They have met little 
head-on resistance but remain 
vulnerable to guerrilla tactics like 
suicide and roadside bombs. 

The two Marines were killed 
Saturday in Helmand. Military 
officials did not release any other 
details. The American casualties 
come after eight British deaths 
in Helmand in a 24 -hour period 
ending Friday, triggering debate in 
Britain about its role in Afghani- 
stan. Britain has now lost more 
troops in Afghanistan than in 
Iraq, jason straziuso (ap)

Government reveals 
1,680 injured in last 
week s ethnic clashes 

URUMQI, CHINA I Incense was lit 
and paper money burned at the 
funeral Sunday for a Han Chinese 
family — a man, his wife and his 
parents, all killed in last week’s 
ethnic riots. Three Uighur neigh- 
bors approached, standing tenta- 
tively apart. 

Then, one of the neighbors 
grasped hands with a mourning 


sister and wailed in sympathy. 

It was a small gesture of shared 
grief on a day when Han Chinese 
mourned their dead and Uighurs 
dealt with mounting surveillance 
in the regional capital of Urumqi. 

Han and Uighur alike are strug- 
gling to overcome the resentment 
exposed by the worst ethnic vio- 
lence in China in decades, clashes 
on July 5 that left 184 people dead. 
On Sunday, the regional Xinji- 
ang government raised the toll of 
injured that day to 1,680. 

The violence began as Uighurs 


who were protest- 
ing the deaths 
of Uighur work- 
ers in southern 
China clashed 
with Urumqi 
police. The crowd 
then scattered, 
attacking Han 
Chinese. 

Government officials have yet 
to make public key details about 
what happened next, including 
how much force police used to 
restore order, gillian wong (ap)

U.S. Frees 5 Iran Officials 


Men were held 2 years 
due to suspieion they 
aided Shiite militants 

TEHRAN, IRAN I Five Iranian offi- 
cials held in Iraq for more than two 
years by U.S. forces returned home 
Sunday after the U.S. released 
them under pressure from the 
Iraqi government. 

American officials said a US.- 
Iraqi security agreement required 
that they hand the men over but 
said they fear the Iranians — 
held on suspicion of aiding Shiite 
militants — pose a threat to U.S. 
troops in Iraq. 


The five men were handed over 
to Iraqi officials Thursday and 
flew Sunday to Tehran, where 
they were met at the airport by a 
cheering crowd of onlookers who 
carried the men on their shoul- 
ders and put garlands of flowers 
around their necks. 

Iran’s foreign minister, Man- 
ouchehr Mottaki, in a news con- 
ference with the men welcomed 
them back and praised what he 
described as their courageous 
resistance while being held in Iraq 
by US. forces. 

The Iranians were detained in 
the northern Iraqi city of Irbil in 
January 2007. At the time, US. 


authorities said the men includ- 
ed the operations chief and other 
members of Iran’s elite Quds Force, 
which is accused of arming and 
training Iraqi militants. 

Iran denied the claim and has 
described the men as diplomats 
who were kidnapped by US. forces. 
Mottaki accused President Obama 
of continuing the bullying prac- 
tices of the Bush administration 
by detaining the officials. 

The US. has long charged that 
Iran is behind much of the violence 
in Iraq, and has been financing and 
assisting Shiite militias in attacks 
against U.S. and Iraqi forces, n asser

six-month ordeal, according to 
information received by Swiss 
representatives in Mali, a Foreign 
Ministry official said.

Fixing a car yourself 
may seem like a way 
to cut costs, but the 
move can backfire 

NEW YORK I When the taillight 
of Laura Musall’s five-year-old 
Nissan Altima burned out, she 
hoped to avoid the repair shop by 
letting her husband replace it at 
home. It seemed simple enough: 
Buy a bulb, pop off the cover and 
make the switch. 

But her husband struggled to 
remove the plastic casing, and 
when he used a screwdriver to pry 
it off, it shattered. What came next 
was even worse. Her Nissan dealer 
wanted $250 to order a new one. 

Musall, a real estate agent from 
Fishers, Ind., figured “10 bucks, 
we’d be done.” “But, apparently, 
it’s not a do-it-yourself thing if you 
don’t know what you’re doing,” 
Car owners looking to trim 
expenses are sidestepping the 
mechanic and plunging into their 
own repairs — or trying to, anyway.

Their efforts can backfire, costing 
more in the end and creating do- 
it-yourself horror stories. 

Mechanics say they’ve seen it all 
in recent months, including incor- 
rectly applied brake pads and anti- 
freeze poured into engines. 

While well-intentioned, many 
people forget that today’s cars are 
vastly more complicated than mod- 
els made just years ago. 

“[Repair work] is even going 
beyond the heads of a lot of tech- 
nicians who aren’t keeping up-to- 
date,” said Dave Striegel, owner of 
an auto shop in Elizabeth, Pa. 

Musall says she’s learned her 
lesson. Her husband won’t be 
laying his hands on the car any- 
time soon,

If You Can Dance, Teach 


Andre Cleofe ditched 
his job with American 
Express to help others 
max out their moves 

So, you think you can dance? If 
not, Andre Cleofe may be the man 
to see. 

Cleofe, 33, dances for a living. 
He never expected to — who does? 
— but his family was always foot- 
loose; older folks twirled children at 
gatherings, and Cleofe’s father once 
practiced by dancing with a towel 
tied to a doorknob. 

After emigrating from the Philip- 
pines, Cleofe did economic research, 
then worked at American Express 
in the pay-by-phone division — 
talking with customers who didn’t 
understand their statement or had 
overspent their limit — first as a call 
taker and then as a supervisor. 

He was almost ready to become 
head of the supervisors when burn- 
out struck. On a leave of absence, he 
visited relatives. As always, a little 
dancing ensued. This time, some- 
one suggested that he look into 
Arthur Murray Franchised Dance 
Studios. 

It was May 2003. He called the 
Silver Spring location (there are six 
in the Washington area) and walked 
in curiously. Staffers in a meeting

looked back just as curiously: 
Cleofe was wearing a suit. 

Teaching there was one option; 
a new customer- service gig was 
another. But then Cleofe realized 
he’d have to start at the bottom 
again. The next week he signed 
on for a different sort of cus- 
tomer service: teaching 
people to dance. 

Franchise own- 
ers look for aptitude, 
not expertise, says Sil- 
ver Spring owner Linda 
Theiss. Would-be instructors 
often have a theater or perfor- 
mance background, and a patient, 
caring personality is important. 

There are three phases of 
training Arthur Murray instruc- 
tors: learning the steps of each 
dance, learning the steps from 
the other gender’s perspective 
(all instructors must be able to 
lead and to follow), and learning 
to convey them with encourage- 
ment and polish. 

All this usually takes six to 
eight weeks, Theiss says, the first 
of which is a trial period. Student 
instructors are unpaid and train 
from about 1 to 4:30 p.m. or 5:30 to 
9:30 p.m. Most find training more 
strenuous than they’d thought. 

They may also be surprised 
that it’s free. “It’s worth thou- 
sands,” Theiss says. “The agree- 
ment is that they’ll teach for us for 
at least a year. Most instructors go 
way beyond that.” Some have been 
with her eight years. 

Once Cleofe’s class of four 
had mastered everything from 
salsa to waltz to merengue, they 
stepped into a month of shadow- 
ing an experienced instructor 
before giving their first private 
lessons solo. 

Most instructors teach full 
time. “It’s too much fun to do it 
part time,” Cleofe says. Because 
evening work is required, he hasn’t 
followed the TV dance-show craze. 
He does have to explain to clients 
that less than an hour a week will 
not make them look like those 
glitzy couples who’ve been prac- 
ticing all day for months. 


Cleofe, who did practice all day 
for months, became an instructor 
of instructors in two -thirds of a 
year — a much faster rise than 
to a similar position at American

Express. There he handled up 
to 120 clients a day; by contrast, 
dance instructors can form bonds 
with their students. But Arthur 
Murray rules against favoritism 
forbid fraternization, even when 
engaged couples want to invite 
their instructor to the wedding. 

The courtly Cleofe sees himself 
at Arthur Murray “at least five or six 
years into the future.” He cuts a rug 
up to eight hours a day but also runs 
and works out. “Students say. You’re 
crazy,’ but doing just one thing for 
exercise could mean injuries,” he 
says. For fun, instructors often — 
wait for it — go out dancing. “You 
can get more creative without the 
syllabus,” he explains. 

Downsides include blisters, 
especially early on; frustration 
when a client just doesn’t get it; 
and friction within a couple when 
one does and one doesn’t get it. 
And salaries aren’t high: At the 
Silver Spring studio, instructors 
make $22,000 their first year, 
$30,000 within two years and 
about $50,000 with several years 
and top skills. 

But these are outweighed by 
upsides: seeing clients grow con- 
fident and skilled, and seeing stu- 
dents’ partners come to enjoy it 
as much as they do. One regular 
student, he recalls, “lost weight, 
feels better and is now passion- 
ate about dancing.” 

So is Cleofe. As Theiss says, 
“You get to listen to beautiful 
music. It’s great exercise, physical- 
ly and mentally. And people want 
to be here! How many jobs do you 
know like that? We’re enhancing

The economy is slumping. Com- 
panies in every sector are distrib- 
uting pink slips. But there’s one 
entity that’s unlikely to go out of 
business: the federal government. 
In times like these, applying for a 


stable federal job sounds extra- 
appealing, With that security 
often come security clearances, 
though. Would you be eligible to 
nab one? 

Even as the economy found- 
ers, the number of federal jobs 
requiring security clearances is 
growing,

jobs that require clearance that 
are out there ” says Evan Lesser, 
director of ClearanceJobs.com, 
“We’ve been tracking this stuff 
since early 2002, and there’s been 
a year- over-year increase. Really, 
the reason is No. 1 if you look at 
the budgets for the government in 
terms of homeland security and 
defense. They’ve ranged, at least 
in the past few years, in the $400 
[billion] to $450 billion range. It’s 
a huge, huge amount of money 
being spent.” 

Lesser attributes the rise to 
larger defense and homeland 
security budgets and retiring baby 
boomers, who take their clearances 
with them when they go. “At this 
point, we really don’t see a whole 
lot of slowdown for the next couple 
years,” he adds. 

But before you rush to USAjobs. 
gov, realize you can’t apply for a 
clearance on your own, A federal 
agency or contractor must spon- 
sor you. Lesser says. 

Fear rejection? “Keep your nose 
clean” and you’ll be fine, says Kathy 
Dillaman, associate director of the 
Office of Personnel Management’s 
Federal Investigative Services 
Division, Background investiga- 
tors consider three things, she says: 
character, conduct and record. Her 
advice: Avoid legal run-ins, main- 
tain good credit and employment 
records, and be truthful on your 
application, 

“I’m often asked this: What 
can I do to make this process bet- 
ter and faster?’ Well, it starts with 
you and honesty,” Dillaman says. 
“You’re asked to fill out a form 
about your background. Do your 
research. Fill it out fully and accu- 
rately, because if we start an inves- 
tigation and you failed to provide 
information on your background, 
I can’t tell if you’re being dishon- 
est or just sloppy.” 

The biggest reason someone 
is denied a clearance? “Dishon- 
esty. Period.” 

If a job requires a clearance, 
the description will probably say 
so, but if it doesn’t, consider how 
likely you’d be to deal with classi-

fied information in that position, 
Dillaman defines “classified infor- 
mation” as information that, if it 
were widely known, could harm 
the government, its programs, 
its people or its infrastructure. 
If you’re going to have access or 
need to be eligible to have access 
to classified info, you need a clear- 
ance, she says. 

If you have a clearance already 
and you apply for a federal posi- 
tion, you’re golden; the clearance 
follows you because all clear- 
ances are issued-based on the 
same national guidelines. If you 
don’t, you can still be hired. After 
you’ve landed an offer, the hiring 
agency may consider issuing you 
an interim clearance based on 
preliminary results of your back- 
ground check while the full inves- 
tigation is conducted. 

“The process is pretty simple,” 
Dillaman says. Your employer 
determines which of three clear- 
ance levels — confidential, secret 
or top secret — you need. Then you 
have to fill out a standard elec- 
tronic form, have a fingerprint 
check and sign a waiver stating

you know you’re being investi- 
gated, she says. 

Nationally, 75 percent of inves- 
tigations are for the confidential 
and secret levels, she says. Inves- 
tigation time depends on how 
extensive the background is. “The 
higher level of clearance, the more 
extensive the background investi- 
gation,” she says. 

“Essentially, once the paper- 


work is submitted, it’s a long wait- 
ing game and not a lot of informa- 
tion along the way,” Lesser says. 

Angela Bailey, OPM’s deputy 
associate director of the Center 
for Talent and Capacity Policy, 
says that’s about to change. The 
agency is overhauling the appli- 
cation process to better stay in 
contact with candidates. “It’s all 
about managing their expecta- 
tions,” she says. “If things are going 
to take a little longer because you 
need a top-secret security clear- 
ance, I think people are willing 
to accept that if you at least stay 
in touch with them and let them 
know along the way where they 
are in the process.” 

Costs also fluctuate. Clearances 
at the confidential and secret lev-

els can be as inexpensive as $220, 
while top-secret can be as much as 
$4,000, Dillaman says. The hiring 
agency covers the cost. 

OPM does 90 percent of the 
government’s investigations, 
including those for the Defense 
Department, the biggest employ- 
ing agency for clearance jobs, 
she says. 

The personnel security pro- 
cess has three parts, says Eric 
Butterbaugh, a Pentagon spokes- 
man: 

1. The request for investiga- 
tion. The security office of each 
military unit, government agen- 
cy or cleared contractor facil- 
ity must request the appropriate 
investigation. 

2 . The personnel security investi- 
gation, including interviews with 
the candidate and reference. 

3 . The adjudication. The request- 
ing agency’s Central Adjudication 
Facility is responsible for making 
an adjudicative decision. 

A few agencies, including the 
FBI and the Homeland Security, 
State and Treasury departments 
handle their own inquiries. 

At State, all Foreign Service 
positions require top-secret clear- 
ances, and most Civil Service jobs 
require either secret or top secret. 
On average, less than 2 percent of 
applicants are denied, because the 
vetting process is so detailed before 
an offer is extended, a department 
official says. 

Employees with clearances 
generally earn 22 percent more 
than someone doing the same 
job without a need for classified 
access. Lesser says. 

“D.C. is definitely the high- 
est-paying location in the United 
States for security clearance can- 
didates. The most jobs are avail- 
able in the metro D.C. area. The 
range of positions is exceptional,” 
he says.

Interviewing for a job is akin to 
performing onstage: Knowing 
you have only one chance to get 
it right can make nearly anyone 
nervous. But you can tame those 
jitters and prevent them from jolt- 
ing an interview off course. 

“It’s like having butterflies

— a small amount of them is good, 
so that your body and your mind 
are ready for the experience,” said

Anxiety surrounding the inter- 
viewprocess may intensify in atrou- 
bled economy, when there is more 
at stake. It’s much easier to feel less 
pressure when the outcome seems 
not so critical or when the inter- 
view is one of many scheduled, said 
Kathy Albarado, chief executive of 
Helios, which serves companies in 
the Washington area. 

Because of the pressure, job 
candidates should try even hard- 
er to keep calm, said Shira Har- 
rington, director of professional 
search at Positions Inc. in the Dis- 
trict.

Employers are impressed 
if you ask intelligent questions 
related to the organization, Har- 
rington said.

COUPLE I “(500) Days of Sum- 
mer,” opening Friday, sounds like 
the title of a surfing movie, but 
it’s actually a love story, though 
unconventional in setup, direc- 
tion and outcome. 

Tom, a would-be architect, has 
settled for a job at a Los Angeles 
greeting card company where he 
writes mundane sentiments for 
people who are too afraid or lazy 
to express their feelings them- 
selves. Despite a job he abhors, 
Tom remains a romantic and an 
optimist. He sketches buildings 
on his lunch hour and he believes 
in cosmic destiny and in finding 
true love. 

One day he spies a new girl at 
the office and is smitten. 

Summer, as the viewer comes 
to find out, is a practical girl with a 
practical attitude about romance. 
She’s not looking for Mr. Right or 
even her so-called soul mate. She 
simply wants to have fun, with no 
strings attached, which she makes 
clear to Tom from the outset. Over 
the next year and the half, the two 
office mates become more than 
friends but never quite reach the 
status of bo)df iend and girlfriend, 
despite Tom’s best efforts. 

Besides the unconventional 
storyline, the movie unfolds in an 
unconventional way. Told entirely 
from Tom’s perspective, it is non-
